Washingtok, Jan 
29.-^The'senate 
committee on foreign relations has 
agreed to report a resolution on the 
Cuban question. The resolution does 
not go quite so far as to recommend 
recognition, but is more emphatic than 
the extension of sympathy. 
Following 
is a copy of it; 


"Resolved, by the senate, the house 
of representatives concurring. That the 
present deplorable war in the island of 
Cuba has reached a magnitude that 
concerns all civilized nations to the 
extent that it should be (^onducted, if 
unhappily it is longer to continue, on 
those principles and laws of warfaro 
that are acknowledged to be obligatory 
upon civilized nations when engaged in 
open hostilities, including the treat- 
inent of captives who are enlisted in 
either army, due respect to cartels for 
exchange of prisoners, and for other 
military purposes; truces and l^ags of 
truce; the provision of proper hospitals 
and hospital supplies and services to 
the sick and wounded of either army. 


Eesolved, That this representation 
of the views and opinion of congress be 
sent to the president; and if he concurs 
therem that he will in a iriendly spirit 
use the good ofSecs of this government 
to the end that Spain sball be requested 
to accord to the armies with which it is 
engaged in war the rights of belliger- 
ents as the same are recognized under 
the law of nations." 


The resolution was accompanied by a 
report. 
The report says; 


The congress of the United States, 
deeply regretting the unhappy state of 
hostilities existing in Cuba, which has 
again been the result of the demand of 
a large number of the native popula- 
tion of that island for its independence, 
in a spirit of respect and regard for the 
welfare of both countries, earnestly 
desires that the security of life and 
property and the establishment of 
permanent peace and of a government 
that is satisfactory to the people of 
Cuba should be accomplished. 
And to 
the extent that the people of Cuba are 
seeking the rights of local self govern- 
ment for doniestic purposes the congress 
of United States expresses its earnest 
sympathy wUh them. Thé congress 
would also welcome with satisfaction 
the concesEion by Spain of complete 
sovereignty to the people of that island, 
and would cheerfully give to such a 
voluntary concession the cordial sup- 
port of the United States. The near 
proximity of Cuba to the frontier of 
the United States and the fact that it 
is universally regarded as a part of the 
continental system ot America, identi- 
fies that island so closely with the 
poMcal and commercial welfare of our 
people that congress cannot be indiffer* 
ent to the fact that civil war is flagrant 
among the people of Cuba." 


The report then sets forth that it is 
impossible longer to overlook the fact 
that thè destructive character of the 
war is doing serious harm to the rights 
and interests of our people on the 
island and to our local 
commerce, 
the protection 
and 
freedom 
of 
which 
is 
a safeguard 
to 
treaty 
obligations. 
It 
is 
recalled 
that 
in 
former 
wars 
of 
the 
same 
character as the present, the United 
States has always observed all of its 
duties toward the belligerents. 
This, 
the report says, was a difEicult task, 
"but it sets forth with vigor, impartial- 
ity and justice in the hope that Spain 
would so ameliorate the condition of 
the Cuban people as to give them 
peace, contentment and prosperity. 
This desirable result has not been ac- 
complished. Its failure has not result- 
ed from and interference on the part of 
our people or the government with the 
people or government of Cuba." 


The hospitality which our treaties, 
the laws of nations and the laws of 
Christianity have extended to Cuban 
refuges in the United States has caused 
distrust on the part of the Spanish gov- 
ernment as to the fidelity of our gov- 
ernment to its obligations of neutrality 
in the frequent insurrections of the 
people of Cuba against Spanish author- 
ity. 


This distrust has often become a 
source of serious annoyance to our peo- 
ple and has led to a spirit of retaliation 
towards Spanish authority in Cuba, 
thus giving rise to frequent contro- 
versies. 


The report continues: "It is neither 
iu3t to the relations that exist between 
Cuba and the United States, nor is it 
in keeping with the spirit of the age or 
the rights of humanity that this strug- 
gle shculd be protracted uatil one 
party or tbe other should t ecome ex- 
hausted in the resource of men and 
money, thereby weakening both until 
ihey may fall prey to some t>trong 
power, cr until the sireas of human 
sympathy or the resentmeats engen- 
dered by long and bloody ccnflicts 
should draw into the strife the unruly 
elements of neighboring ccuntrlea. 
g k' This civil war, though it is great in 
its proportions, and is conducted by 
armies that are in complete organiza- 
tion and directed and controlled by 
supreme military authority, has not a 
safeguard of a cartel for the treat- 
ment of wounded soldiers or prisoners 
of war. In this feature of the war fare 
it becomes a duly of humanity that the 
civilized powers should insist upon the 
applications of the laws of war, recog- 
nized among civilized nations, to both 
armies. 
.Âs our own people are drawn 
into th's struggle on both sidçs, and 
enter either army without the consent 


of our government and in violation of 
our laws, their treatment when they 
may be wounded or captured, although 
it-is not regulated by treaty and ceases 
to be a positive case of our government, 
should not be left to the revengeful 
retaliations which expose them to the 
fate of pirates or other felons." 


Attention is called to the inability of 
Spain to deal with the revolutionists as 
a misfortune which it is unfair to visit 
upon the United States. 


"It is due," the report concludes, "to 
the situation of affairs in Cuba that 
Spain should recogniza the existence of 
a state of war in the island and should 
voluntarily accord to the armies op- 
posed to her authority the rights of 
belligerents under the laws of nations." 


Ci.MER0N's RESOLUTION. 


Following is the text of the'resolu- 
tion reported by Senator Cameron as a 
substitute for the Cuban resolution re- 
ported by the senate committee on for- 
eign relations: 


"Resolved, 
That the president is 
hereby requested to 
interpose his 
friendly offices with the Spanish gov- 
ernment for the recognition of the in 
dependece of Cuba." 


Mr. Cameron submitted a long report 
upon the substitute reviewing the his- 
torical part of the Cuban affair and the 
course of President Grant during the 
Cuban revolt when he was president. 


He recites the striking contrast be- 
tween the action of Spain in recogniz- 
ing the confederate states during the 
American civil war and the failure to 
recognize the Cuban 
insurgents as 
belligerents. The minority report also 
states that shortly after Mr. Blaine 
became secretary of state he sought to 
secure the independence of Cuba, but 
the project failed by the absolute re- 
fusal of Spain to consider the release of 
her colony. 


Coming down to the present con- 
dition of affairs, the minority report 
declares that a state of war now 
exists 
in 
Cuba. 
The 
southern 
confederacy, 
it 
says, 
had 
been 
recognized by Great Britain, France, 
and Spain before a battle had been 
fought. Belligerency is a question of 
fact and should be recognised whenever 
it in fact exists. 
Warfare implies bel* 
ligerency. In July last the insurgents 
had nearly captured Captain General 
Campos, thus establishing their ac^al 
belligerency. 
On December 24 last, 
they had advanced westward until near 
Havana, having overrun the entire 
island, and threatened the capital. Such 
action established belligerency as a 
question of fact beyond a doubt. In 
conclusion the report urges it to be an 
imperative duty that belligerency be 
accorded and that the president fur- 
ther move toward the independence of 
the island. 


Both resolutions were placed upon 
the calendar.

PIG IRON MARKET. 


Active 
Inquiry, But 
Little 
Actual Business. 


The I.isbt Trade Due to m^rber Prices 
—Finished Iron and Steel in 
Good Aemand. 


Chicago, Jan. 29—The 
Industrial 
World tomorrow will say: "The pig 
iron market shows an active inquiry in 
lots of 1,000 to 3.500 tons but orders 
are slow to follow. Much of this delay 
is due to the fact that prices are | 2 50 
to $3 higher on northern foundry 
grades than they were a year ago; 
hence the hesitancy. 
Finished iron 
and steel are active and a contract for 
between 8.000 and 10,000 tons of tank- 
steel for a pipe line was placed at an 
advance of $3 per ton over the price of 
current prices of the previous week. 
Billets are higher at f l 9 50 and in con- 
siderable demand. The south Chicago 
works of the steel company resumed 
on double turn January 27, after a shut 
down of four weeks, with a large ton- 
nage booked. The general outlook is 
more encouraging."

M A K K I Q T 8 . 


New York, Jan. 29.—An air of gloom 
pervaded the headquarters 
of the 
Cuban revolutionary party in this city 
today, and the leaders, who would not 
admit last night that there had been 
any iilibustering expedition which had 
met with disaster, freely admitted that 
the story of the wreck of the steamer 
J. W. Hawkins was correct. 
T. E. 
Fdlma, who is the acknowledged head 
of the revolutionary party in New 
York, said that the story was un- 
doubtedly true, but he claimed that 
the amount of money expended in the 
expedition had been exaggerated and 
that only about $100,000 had been ex- 
pended in fitting out the steamer J. 
W. Hawkins, including arms and am- 
munition. 
"That is," said Mr. Falma, 
' always presuming that such an expe- 
dition was fitted out. 
I wish jon 
would say for me through the Associ- 
ated Press that I am placed in a very 
delicate position in regard to this 
whole matter. 
Otherwise, I would not 
hesitate to tell all I know about it, for 
I believe that we have the sympathy of 
the United States with us, but that it 
will not be President Cleveland's policy 
to aid us in any way. The Spanish 
government in its present state would 
not hesitate to resort to any means to 
place us in a false position with the 
United States and anything I might 
say concerning this alleged filibustering 
scheme might be disfbrted to our 
detriment." 


One of the Cuban leaders made the 
startling announcement that it was 
evident "there had been treachery in 
the camp of the 
filibustering 
party. 
"You a'ee.'Ni^id he, "we hired an ex- 
pert in this cl|y to go to Baltimore to 
examine the steamer J. W. Hawkins 
before we purchased her. This expert 
reported thfit;;-'the steamer was sea- 
worthy. NoW either the expert did 
not do his duty properly and the 
steamer was not fit to go to sea or else 
there was a traitor on board who de- 
liberately scuttled the ship. 
The latter 
would seem to be the case. 
Neither 
General Garcia, who was in command 
of the expedition, nor his son, who was 
second in command, nor any of the 
others at the h ^ d of the movement 
had any idea whatever that the steamer 
was leaking until it was too late to 
save her. 
After leaving this city on 
Saturday night all went well, appar- 
ently, until Sunday night, when one of 
the filibusterers, happening to go down 
to the engine room, saw the water 
rushing in. 
He at once notified'^J^en- 
eral Garcia and some of the pa'^ 
Vere 
set to work to assist tbe crew at the 
pumps, but it was too *late. A most 
searching investigation is being made, 
and if there was any plot to scuttle the 
ship we will unearth it."

Hermosillo, Méx., Jan. 29.—A t e r n 
ble fate is believed to have befallen a 
party of five gold prospectors who left 
here several weeks ago for the interior 
of Tiburón Island and which is inhab- 
ited by the Series tribe of Indians. 
There were six members of the explor- 
ing party originally, but one of the 
men has arrived at a ranch here and 
reports that he and his companions 
came upon a villnge. of Indians; that 
they were all taken captive and prepar- 
ations were begun to butcher them, 
when he succeeded in making his es 
cape. He believed aS the other mem 
bers of the party were killed and their 
ñesh eaten by the Indians. He states 
that the Indians all wear valuable gold 
ornaments and that there were many 
evidences of the existence of rich mines 
on the island.

Russia Agrees lo Aid Turkey In Case 
ot Invasion by the Britisli 
Fleet. 


CoseTANTiNOPLB, Jan. 29 —It is now 
believed here that a tactic entente ex- 
ists between Russia and Turkey and 
that by its terms Russia has engaged to 
support Turkey in certain events, such 
as the passage of the Dardanelles by a 
British fleet. On the other hand it is 
understood Turkey has agreed to per- 
mit Russia to occupy and pacify Arme- 
nia. 
The position of France in regard 
to the understanding between Russia 
and Turkey is much discussed here, 
and it is thought in certain circles that 
the republic will be constrained to sep- 
arate herself from Russia, as the letter's 
policy is held to be opposed to French 
interests.

New Yokk, Jan. 29 —With the ex- 
ception of half a dozen contractors who 
still refuse to comply with the terms of 
the new agreement making it com. 
pulsory on them to discharge their 
non union employees, the tailors lock- 
out is practically over. 
Arrangements 
are being made tor the return to work 
of 500 tailors in seventy shops tomor- 
row, and by Sunday the remaining 400 
will have resumed work under the 
terms stipulated in the agreement 
entered into between the Brotherhood 
of Tailors and the contractors in Au- 
gust Isst. This is the third time within 
one year that the tailors have wiuog 
victories from the boBses 


The Decision of the SnpreiUe Conrt on 
a Celebrated C^e Taben ITp 
From This County. 


In the supreme court of the state at 
Indianapolis, in the case of the supreme 
council of the Catholic 
Benevolent 
legion vs. Anna Boyle, which has been 
in the appellate court for several 
months on an appeal from the Allen 
county suparior court, a decision was 
rendered yesterday, in which there was 
a partial reversal. 
The suit was 
brought to recover on an appeal bond. 
The supreme court held that a defend- 
ant cannot be held liable on an appeal 
bond which it did not sign, as against 
It recourse must be had to the original 
judgment.. 


This is the celebrated case brought 
by Mrs. Boyle to recover 15.000 on a 
life insurance policy on account of the 
death of her husbiind by drowning 
The legion claims that Boyle is not 
dead. 


SUED FOR ;SLANDER. 


Action Against C. E. Everett by 
Geoi^e Li. Byers. 


The Case Arises Out of a 
Bank 
Check Which Was Cashed at 
Qarrett. 


Judge S. M. Bench, as attorney for 
George L. Byers, has brought suit for 
slander, asking damages in the sum of 
$3,000, against Charles E. Everett, the 
general agent of the Union Central 
Life Insurance company, of this city. 


The petition alleges that the plaintiff 
was the owner of a check for $50 signed 
by the said insurance company and 
in explaining his protest of it the 
defendant wrote to the bank at Garrett 
and told them that Mr. Byers had 
come into possession of it in a dishon- 
orable manner. 


Dscatdr. Ind., Jan. 29—Judge Heller 
gave h b decisions in tbe Amish cases 
tried here yesterday. 
Jacob Swartz 
was found guilty of marrying cousins 
and solemnizing 
marriage 
without 
license and fined $5 for each ofiense. 
David Swartz was found guilty on two 
indictments for marrying cousins with- 
out license and fined $5 for each. 
Christian Swartz was tiled by jury for 
fornication and wa? acquitted, the jury 
basing acquittal on Judge 
Heller's 
charge. 
The state will appeal this case 
to the supreme cjurt and make it a 
test case. 


There was a great surprise in court 
when Attorney Reed, for defendants, 
announced that the remaining preach 
era charged with violating marriage 
laws would plead guilty and throw 
themselves on the mercy of the court. 
Judge Heller was very lenient with 
them, assessing the lowest possible fine 
of $5 for each offense.

An important.surgical operation was 
performed this morning upon 
Frank 
Jackson, who resides on Calhoun street, 
just south of Creighton avenue. 
Some 
time ago Jackson was struck on the 
head with a club by an officer at For- 
rest, Ind. 
Jackson was a railroad man 
and had taken sick on the road. He 
left tbe train at Forrest and the officer, 
thinking he was drunk, clubbed him. 
The skull was fractured and since that 
t'me Mr. Jackson has been helpless. 
This morning Drs. Van Buskirk and 
Barnett, of this city, and Devilbiss, of 
Toledo, removed a piece of the skull 
two and one half inches long and one 
and three quarter inches wide. The 
bone was taken out at the suture of 
the frontal and parietal bones. The 
operation immediately relieved the de- 
pression on the brain and the patient 
showed favorable signs at occe. A 
portion of the bone was replaced in its 
position and the rest of the opening 
will fill with a semi-osseous substance. 
The present prospects are that the 
operation will produce a successful re- 
sult. 


CHECK ON DIPHTHERIA. 
Daily Death Rate Now Iiower Than It 
Has Been in Tears. 
Chicago, 
Jan. 
29.—Commis/Bioner 
Kerr, in making his final report on 
diphtheria and the use of antitoxin for 
the present season, says that the epi- 
demic is substantially at an end and 
that the average of daily deaths is lower 
than for many years at the same period. 
He further says that the medical pro- 
fession as a whole has adopted the 
famous antitoxin discovery and cites 
figures to show with what satisfactory 
results. 


In the latter part of last September 
the daily report« of diphtheria gave in- 
dication that the city was threatened 
with an epidemic of the gravest char- 
acter. 
The assistant commissioner, Dr. 
F. W. Reilly, called to his aid Dr. Mur- 
doch and requested him to respond to 
the call of physicians for the adminis- 
tration of antitoxin. 
This he did, as 
wciU asthe verifying of diagnoses by 
bacterial examinations and the relief 
of laryngeal stenosis by intubation. In 
connection with this work thè doctor 
nvestigated the causes which led to 
the rapid spread of the contagion, gave 
directions for isolation, made notes of 
the environment, immunized children 
exposed and co-operated with other 
physicians to stay the progress of the 
disease. 
Within twenty-five days -he 
had treated ninety cases of diphtheria, 
with only four deaths, 
immunized 
twenty-two children who had been ex- 
posed. without a single case of con-, 
tagion. 


CONCLUSlOKS REACHED. 


These results led to the following' 
conclusions: 


1. No evil or deleterious effects fol- 
low the administration of antitoxin 
which can be attributed to the use of 
the remedy either with 
diphtheria 
patients or with healthy children for 
protective purposes. 


2. No child treated for immunity 
has contracted the disease, no matter 
how much has been the exposure. 


3. All patients are benefited by the 
treatment when administered in time 
to accomplish any results with a reason- 
able hope of recovery. 


4. The administration of antitoxin 
does not in any way interfere with 
other treatment.

the

British diplomacy have become almost 
as great. 


Great Britain has contrived for many 
years to maintain a most important 
influence at Constantinople, it being 
her fixed policy to keep the Turk 
in 
authority ^ e r e to protect the balance 
of power that secured her own suprem- 
acy in the Mediterranean and upon 
the route 
to - India 
Public senti- 
ment i^t home suBtai^ned this policy, 
even in the face of the Bulgarijtn out- 
rages, but the later Armenian outrages 
and the evident impotence of 
the 
suUan's government, have been too 
much for the English and. they have 
been clamoring to have something done 
to make the Turk behave himself. 
Oi 
course the English ambassador could 
do nothing except scold and threaten. 
This mupk he had to do to satisfy pub- 
lic opinion. 
Its only effect was to 
make the sultan feel that Englwd was 
no longer his friend. 


Here was the opportunity oTthe Rus- 
sian, who had no public opinion to 
think about and no newspapers 
to 
worry him, and who was accordingfy at 
liberiy to make, what secret bargain he 
might with the sultan, with no one to 
in^rfere. 
Lord Salisbury could make 
no irea^ or reach no formal under- 
stwding without telling 
parliament 
and the public all about it, even if they 
did.not know it all before hd told it. 
The czv.and his ministers need consult 
nobody: 
There 
nobcdy to ask any 
questions, and it they have made an 
agreement witb the sultan, it is only: 
the;, intornational reiults they have to 
consider, and not the effect on politics 
at home.

Newbold says. 


He thinks furthermore that the disso- 
ciated processes underlying subconscions 
sensations may suddenly effect union 
with the upper consciousness. 
We find, 
too, that the normal tension of the cor- 
tical activities is properly termed the 
psychostatic equilibrium of the cortex. 


Here we pause. 
By this time we are 
sure the emotional consequents of the 
subconscions state will have sufficiently 
penetrated the upper consciousness of 
every father and mother in the land to 
the extent of making them resolve that 
they will send all their children to col- 
lege, so that the youngsters may be able 
in time to write like Professor Newbold 
and instruct the common people.

uban question. The resolution does 


not go quite so far as to recommend 
recognition, but is more emphatic than 
ihe extension of s/mpatby. Following 
88 copy of it: 


"Resolved, by the senate, the house 


of representatives concurring, That the 
present deplorable war in the island of 
Cuba has reached a magnitude that 
concerns all civilized cations to the 
extent that it should be conducted, if 
unhappily it is longer to continue, on 
;ho30 principles and laws of warfare 
;hat are acknowledged to be obligatory 
upon civilized nations whon engaged in 
open hostilities, including the treat- 
ment of captives who are enlisted in 
either army, due respect to cartels for 
exchange of prisoners, and for other 
military purposes; truces and flags of 
truce, the provision of proper hospitals 
and hospital supplies and services to 
the tick and wounded of either army. 


"Resolved, That this representation 


of the views and opinion of congress be 
sent to the president; and if he concurs 
therein that he will in a friendly spirit 
use the good offices o! this government 
to the end that Spain shall be requested 
to accord to the armiaa with which it is 
engaged in war the rights of belliger- 
ents as the same are recogouad under 
the law of nations " 


The resolution was accompanied by a 


report. The report Bays: 


"The congress of the United States, 


deeply regretting the unhappy state of 
hostilities existing in Cuba, which has 
again been the result of the demand of 
a large number of the native popula- 
tion of that island for its independence, 
in a spirit of respect and regaid for the 
welfare of both countries, earnestly 
desires that the security of lire and 
property and the establishment of 
permanent peace and of a government 
that is satisfactory to the people of 
Cuba should be accomplished. And to 
the extent that the people of Cuba are 
seeking the rights of local sell govern- 
ment for domestic purposes the congress 
of United States expresses its earnest 
sympathy with them. The congress 
would also welcome with satisfaction 
the concession by Spain of complete 
sovereignly to the people of that island,
